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THE SUN OBSCURED BY DUST CLOUDS,

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And Whole Towns Destroyed by the Gale— 
Hundreds of Families Homeless— Forest 
Fires Fanned by the Wind. 

Minn KgAPOLISS, A>ril 4.—D uring tho last.two 
fays South Dakota and Minnesota have been 
swop! by a series of wind storms, which have 
caused hundreds of thousands of dollars damage 
to property, and several lives have been lost. 
The storm started Monday night and swept 
over a large area south of the Northern racilic 
railroad in Dakota and extending into the 
southern tiers of counties in this state. The 
yreatest damage has not been caused by the 
wind alone, butin many places fires, fanned 
into fury by the storms. have 

" WIPED OUT OF EXISTENCE 
several small! villages and hundreds of farmers’ 
houses, Towns almost completely destroyed 
are Volin, Olivet, Pukawana, Lesterville and 
Mount Vernon, and three or four other vil- 
tages were badly damaged. 

At Volin every house in the place but three 


mere demolished, and one hundred people are 
without homes.  Lesterville was flagtened to 
the ground, and twenty families are Wyttow 
roof. A terrible galecf wind struck Mount 
Vernon. and fire started from a small house 
that was blown over early last night. No 
human power could stop the flames, and in an 
hour the best portion of the place was one great 
raging fire. 

Nearly tv o bundred families are homeless, 
and the joss will foot up $200,000. It. is re-

Near Blunt one man lost 500 head of sheep, 
which were caught in tho prairie fire, Several 
head of horses were saved by swimming the 
river. 

In many places crops were covered by loose 
sand and dust and will have to be replanted. 
Travel. was suspended on some lines of road, 
s0 great was the force of the wind. Clouds of 
dust prevented the engineers from seeing the 
track.

Farm houses and barns were swept away 
and horses and cattle were burned to death by 
scores. 

Near Milbank, fifty head of live stock are 
reported lost and the fire has swept over 
twenty miles of country, causing immense 
Josses. ‘he storm las abated somewhat, but 
igh to keep the tires 

anil further heavy losses ar 
almost certain. Tie dainage in Minnesota is 
much less than in Dakota, as the force of the 
storm was pretty well spent before it reached 
the bound ry. 

A disnateh from Yankton, Dak.,says: The 
cecord of the signalofiice shows that during 
the prevalence of the fires in this region tl 
humidity was but 7 per cent, a condition < 
dryness, Sergeant Oswald says, never before 
attained in this region. The maximum hu- 
midity is 100, mean annual here 70. TLhis 
shows that the atmosphere was almost devoid 
of wnoisiture. The velocity of the wind was 46 
miles an hour. Los€¢sin South Dakota will 
foot up £2,060,000 at a low calculation. 
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devastating prairie tire ever known raged over 
the prairies west and north of Lake Benton 
Tuesday. The wind was a hurricane for 
nearly twenty-four hours and swept the fire 
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along with resistless force, passing the widest 
fire breaks aS pvothing and leaping plowed 
fielils with a bound; it licked up houses, barns, 
atocks, and in some places human lives. The 
yreatest «destruction of property and loss of 
Fe isin Dakota.

Savuuir Sv. Manir, Mich., April 4.—Deputy 
Sheriff Jones, of Detour, arrived in the city 
last night, stating positively that Moiles 
Brothers, of that place, who are largely en- 
gaged in lumbering in this vicinity, have 
packed up their goods to leave for Canada. 
Hard & Hornstein, of Buffalo,held a mortgage 
of $45,000 on the mill of the firm and it was 
duc'in a few days. Monday ‘about 3 o'clock 
Tug Dowling, towing two vessels from Saginaw 
landed at Detour after a five day’s rough trip, 
presumably for a cargo of lumber, but at night 
a hundred men, concealed in the boat, came 
ashore and began removing all the wma- 
chinery of the mill and movable property on 
board. 

At noon today all was loaded except the boiler 
and workmen began tearing down the mill. 
The sheriff received notice to stop operations 
at any cost, but no authority was sent. ‘Tele- 
phone and telegraph wires are eut in three 
places and there is no communication with 
Detour. All will be loaded by midnight and 
the tug vessels will be on their way to Spanish 
river, Canada, where the firm has lately pur- 
chased a site. Georgian bay is pretty free of 
ice and to reach Canadian waters is easy. The 
firm failed some years ago, and is not indebted 
to any one here,

A Fatal Encounter Between Two Tennessee 
Farmers. 

CovincTon,Tenn., April 4.—[Special. }|—The 
details of a homicide which oceurred ‘near 
Burleson yesterday, haye just been received, 
D. S. Billings aud A. J. Yarboro were neigh- 
bors, and owned adjoining lands. A dispute 
arose over the establishment of a line between 
them. Billings had built his fence on the line 
established by the surveyor, and Yarboro had 
torn it down as fast as built. Yesterday, it 
seoms, Billings had gone to the disputed terri- 
tory for the purpose of rebuilding his fenca, 
and as a matter of precantion, had taken his 
double. barrelshot gun along. About 
eleven o'clock Yarboro appeared upon thé 
scene and a dispute arose. ir Auecry 
words were used, and Yarboro advanced upon 
Billings with a drawn knife, at which Billings 
retreated in the direction of his gun, with 
Yarboro following. On his wav Yarboro 
espled an ax, and closing this knife he took 
the ax and coutinued to advance, whereupon 
Hilliugs took up his gun and fired Doth bar- 
into his bedy at short range, making

HE MURDERED HIS BABY 
And Then Severed His Own 
Stiicidai Mania, 

Pirrspurc, Pa., April 4.—Edward Dietz, a 
laborer, who resided with his wife and family 
on Craig street, below Center avenne, killed 
one of his children, a girl, three years of age, 
and then cut his own throat. The deed was 
the outcome of a quarrel between Dictz and 
his wife, which started last night. Mrs. Dietz 
swore out a warrant for her husband's arrest 
for assault, and a constable was sent after him, 
but he drove the officer away. Mrs. Dietz was 
afraid to return home, and this morning, with 
two oflicers, went to the house and found the 
doors barricaded, and Dietz and his child dead 
within. 

The cause of the tragedy was the refusal of 
Mre. Dietz to send for her eldest daughter, 
Lena, who was living out as a domestic, to 
come home. Dietz wanted his wife to live 
out, and the daughter to take her place. After 
driving Mrs. Dietz and all the children but 
‘the baby from the house, Dietz sent a message 
to Lena that if she was not at home. in 
an, hour he would kill every one in 
the iamily. She did not obey him, 
him and the refusal of the others to return 
probably alone prevented the monster from 
putting his threat into execntion.

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THE CLAYTON MURDER. 
Congressman Breekenridge Will Pay the 
Expenses of Pursuit. 

LirtLgE Rock, April 4.—The Gazette tomor- 
row willsay: Hon. C. R. Breckenridge, con- 
eressman-clect from the second district, was 
here vesterday to confer vith the 
governor about the efforts being made to 
eateli the Clayton murderers. When Breck- 
enridge was here some. days ago he conferred 
with the governor on this subject, and finding 
him in possession of information that 
needed to be followed up, bat 
witheut funds for that use, hoe at once 
supplied the governor with the necessary 
funds, and promised to procure more. ‘ester- 
day he turned in more money, and told the 
eovernorto let him know when he needed 
additional funds, to speak as often as he 
needed money, for all he needed and he 
(Breckenridge) would undertake to go over 
the second district and raise as many thou- 
sands of dollars as was needed, to exhaust all 
human efforts to bring the guilty to justice. 


LAWLESSNESS IN MISSOURI, 


Capture a Law aud Order 

Neeting. 

Farmincton, Mo., April 4.—A law and 
order meeting Tuesday night to take action in 
the matter of the so-called White Caps at 
Knoblick and Cygnet, who warned foreign 
born workingmen to leave the county by April 
l2, was eaptured by gangs from those two 
towns. The gangs elected officers and declared 
against publishing the lawlessness existing in 
St. Francis county. Shortly after midnight a 
terrific explosion occurred in front of General 
MecCoriick’s residence, the shock jarring all 
tle houses in the neighborhood. Ali outsiders 
at the méeting= carried dynamite in sticks in 
their pockets and it is believed that one of 
these was exploded near General McCormick's 
residence. The gencral is one of the leaders 
of the movement against the White Caps. On 
their return home last night parties from Cyg- 
net and Knoblick discharged their guns and 
pistols whenever they passed a farm house. 

A Mucder Mystery About to Be Cleared Up. 

BrrwincrHaM, Ala., April 4.—[Special.}— 
One of the recent mysterious murders com- 
mitted in this city is about to be cleared up. 
About eight weeks ago the body of J. W: 
Meadows, a railroad man, was -found about 
two miles from the city. Several parties were 
arrested for the crime, but no evidence against 
them being obtained, they were released. ‘To- 
day four negroes were arrested, and it is %e- 
lieved enough evidence has been secured to 
convict them of the murder. Their names 
are Lawrence Johnson, Henry Joe, Lindsay 
Malachy and Gilbert Lowe. Upon the person 
of one of tim was found the watch and 
scarf pin of the murdered man, and a number 
of pictures and pho phs which he was 
knewa to have had in his pockets.

The Tragedian Much Improved—A Talk 
with His Manager. 

Rocnester, N. Y., April 4.—The condition 
of Mr. Booth ig much improved this morning. 
He arose at 8:20 o'clock, and wasshortly there- 
after visited by Dr, C. R. Sumner, who found 
him able to speak quite plainly. Mr. Booth 
breakfasted in his room. Dr. Sumner, being 
interviewed by a reporter, said: 

‘Mr. Booth is fecling a great deal better to- 
day. I did not consider his condition last 
night alarming. I fornd that he had sus- 
tained aslight shock of paralysis which 

+ PREVENTED THE POWRRK OF SPEECH. 

“Paralysis affected his entire left side. As 
he wasunable to speak it was of course im- 
possible forhim to go on with his part. It 
was thought at first that the attack would 
pass away ina few minutes, but I felt sure it 
was impossible for hii to resume his part. 
His condition was indeed pitifal. As he lay 
therein his drawing roam, looking appeal- 


ingly at Mr. Barrett and myself. unable to 
speak a word, my heart felt for him keenly. 
We did all we could to aid the suffering trage- 


‘ dian and as soon as possible had him removed 
| to his hotel. 


I think with a rest of a week or 
ten days, Mr. Booth will be able to keep his 
engagements. Last night’s attack, however, 
is 2 pgemonition of what is bound tocome. I 
think that within afew years Mr. Booth will 
suffer a final attack which will rob America 
of its greatest actor.”’ 
CAUSE OF THE ATTACK. 

Mr. Booth’s manager, Arthur B. 
said : 

“T have no donbt that the immediate cause 
of his attack was excessiye cigar smoking. 
Mr. Booth smokes about twenty strong im- 
ported cigars a day, and frequently uses a 
pipe. I think he will smoke fewer cigars in 
future.”’ 

Mr. Booth, accompanie! by his valet, left 
on 10:30 train this morning tor New York. In 
reply to an inguiry from the Detroit Journal, 
he instructed Manager Chase tosay that he 
would keep his engagement in that city week 
after next. Mr, Barrett has determined to 
keep the Booth-Barrett engagements. Law- 
rence Hanly will probably take Mr. Booth’s 
part.

TWO BRAHKEMEN INSTANTLY KILLED. 


A Collision of Two Freight Trains on the 
Decatur Division. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 4.—{Special.|—In 
a collision of two freight trains,two milcs south 
of Nashville, on the Decatur division of the 
Louisville aud Nashville railroad, about nine 
o’clock this morning, M. L. Eby and Ernest 
C. Green, both brakeman, were instantly 
killed, and Albert Finck had his back broken. 
The trains were running at about twenty-tive 
miles an hour at the time of the accident, An 
adjacent curve prevented the engineers seeing 
each other till it was too late, both engines 
were reversed, brakes whistled for, and both 
engineers juinped and escaped. The trains 
rushed together, however, and both engines 
were totally demolished. The wreck occurred 
in a wheat field, and sixteen cars, two engines 
and tenders are piled up in an immense heap ; 
lumber, coal, furniture, eto., scattered around 
the scene. Green was found under an over- 
turned car of logs, bis legs broken and his 
head crushed. Eby’s remains were found 
under a carload of furniture. The wreck was 
caused by a misunderstanding. The conductor 
of the southbound train understood that the 
northbouud train had already come in. [t 
will be twenty-four hours before the wreck is 
cleared up.

CHAMBER DECIDES 
BOULANGER, 


THE AS TO 


THE GENERAL STILL IN BELGIUM, 


But Witl Go Further—It is Thought He Will 
Seck Protection in England —The Pro- 
ceedings in the Chamber. 

Paris, April 4.—The} ministry have asked 
the chamber of deputies to sanction{the[prose- 
cution of General Boulanger. In making the 
request the government submitted astatement 
to the chamber in which it reviews th® career 
of General Boulanger since the commune, and 
charges him with attempting the destruction 
of the republic. It declares that his offense 
comes under the sections of ihé penal cod 
dealing with conspiracy and attempts to over- 
throw the established gouernment. 

The Boulangists and members of the right 
denounced M. Meline, president of the 
chamber, for reading the government’s state- 
ment relative to Boulanger, and called upon 
the minister of justice to read his own work. 

The chamber of deputiesZagreed to tine im- 
mediate assembling of bureaus for the purpose 
ofelectinga committee on the prosecution of 
Boulanger. A committee was appointed and 
subsequently presented “its report to the 
chainber. The committee advised the bouse 
TO AUTHORIZE THE PROSECUTION OF BOU- 

LANGER. 

The chamber voted urgency fordiscussion 
ofthe accusations against General Boulanger 
and the debate proceeded. 

M. Paul de Cassagnac pronouneed the 
ch@rges against Boulanger a tissue of absurd- 
iif and falsehood. He declared that the real 
arbiter between Boulanger and the goverte 
ment was universal suffrage. 

Premier Tirard called upon the chamber to 
authorize the prosecution of Boulanger. He 
said: 

‘‘We desire to prosecute a man Who is seek- 
ing to overthrow the republic. It is our duty 
to defend tie institutions of our country 
against the intrigues of factions and to take 
every means to safeguard France from the 
horrors of civil war. [am convinced that the 
people will justily the action of the govern- 


ment.”’ 
DECIDE ON PROSECUTION. 

After speeches by other members, a vote 
was taken on the question of sanctioning the 
prosecution of Boulahger. The result was ad- 
verse to Boulanger, the chamber deciding by 
@ vote of 355 to 208 in favor of prosecution.

PAUPER BURIALS IN MURFREESBORO 


Big Frauds Discovered by the Attorney 


General. 

Murvrersporo, Tenn., Anril 4.—[Special. 
One of the bokdest schemes for robbing the 
county treasury has just been unearthed here 
by Attorney-General Moses Priest. In looking 
over the costs of maintaining the county, his 
attention was attracted to the fact that costs 
had been allowed to over 800 cases for burying 
paupers during the last year. ‘These figures 
being somewhat large for a county of less than 
20,000 inhabitants, he began an investigation 
with the result that not one-tenth of that num- 
ber of actual paupers had died during the year.

and the negro made his escape. 

THE CAUSE OF THE ARREST, 

A warrant had been issued for the arrest of 
this negro for burglaries committed in this 
county several years ago and placed in the 
hands of Oflicer Anderson to be served, which 
he promptly proceeded todo. On arriving at 
the house where King lived he found him 
there and made the arrest without encountcr- 
ing any resistance on the part of the negro, 
King’s hands were securely tied together by 
means of a rope, one end.of which the ofiicer 
held, and mounting his horse started back, Lis 
prisoner following on foot and keeping pace 
with the rider and his steed. 

TURNING THE. TABLES. 

The negro evinced no disposition on their 
route back to liberate himself from 
his custodian, but after they had reached town 
last night, and were within a few hundred 
yards of the jail, where the fatigued and jaded 
house burglar would soon have béen safely 
lodged, he suddenly halted, and by some 
means had extricated his hands, and as sud- 
denly grasped hold of the officer, jerked him 
from off his horse, dealt him a blow which 


felled him to the ground and then made good 


liis escape. 

The negro is sti] loose, but an effort will be 
made for his re@ture. 

A DIFFERENT ACCOUNT. 

Later. —Another account of the pa-ticulars 
is current, and to the effect that Officer An- 
derson was thrown by his horse, which was 
frightened by something, and thatthe prisoner 
escaped while he was lying en the ground un- 
conscious, caused by the fall.

THE SENSATION OVER THE DEATH 
OF MES. MOORE. 


Her Death Finally Settled to Be From Nat- 
ural Causes—Ben Terrell Looked For in 
Maccn. 


Macon, Ga,, April 4.—[{Special.]—The 
death of Mrs. James Moore, particulars of 
which were published in today’s ConstTiTUvu- 
TION, had a tinge of the mysterious, owing to 
sensational reports that were circulated in re- 
gard to the cause of her death, which rumor 
said was produced by a dose of medicine which 
she took only a short while before death. 
Coroner Henderson attached such great im- 
portance to these reports that a jury of inquest 
was summoned. 

The jury adjourned from last night until 8 
o’clock this morning. The first witness ex- 
amined was Dr. Walker, who testitied that he 
did not consider it necessary to make a post 
mortem examination, as from his examination 
of the exterior of the body and from the facts 
that had been told him, that her death was 
due entirely to natural causes, probably some 
heart trouble. He tested the medicine, and 
found it to be harmless. 

Dr. 8. 8. Johnson, the attending physician 
in her last hours, and who gave the prescrip- 
tion, stated that Mrs. Moore had been in 
feeble health several years, and on Monday 
she came down town and was wet by the rain. 
On Tuesday he was sent for to relieve severe 
pains in the side, and applied a blister, also 
prescribed the medicine. He pronounced that 
she died of pneumonia. 

The jury accordingly rendered a verdict 
that Mrs. Moore came to her death from nat- 
ural causes, a relapse from pneumonia. And 
thus was exploded the sensation, and the 
dreadful lynching of James Moore was mado 
to live again vividly before the public eye. It 
is rather a coincidence that the death of Mr. 
and Mrs. Moore should be attended with sen- 
sational features.

“Millions for cotton bagging—not one 
cent for jute.’’

- By an almost unanimous and a very en- 
thusiastic yote the Farmers’ Alliance of 
Georgia, ‘representing 80,000 farmers, re- 
polved on yesterday that they would use 
cotton bagging for the baling of their cot- 
ton—-and would not use jute under any cir- 
cumstances. Itis said that three-fourths 
of the delegates came from their county 
alliances instructed to vote for cotton bag- 
ging under any and all circumstances, 
While this obstructed impartial considera- 
tion, it gives enthusiasm and earnestness to 
the movement. 

The size of the bale will remain un- 
ehanged. An attempt was 
reduce the bale to 250 pounds, 
lighter osnaburg would hold it, but this 
was not done. Suchachange would have 
required a change of presses, compresses, 
large amoun., of farm machinery 
which the alliance qa not think best to un- 
dertake.

PRESIDENT LIVINGSTON, 

President Livingston delivered an address 
in which he stated that the principal object of 
the meeting -was to adopt some means of 
defeating the aims of the iniquitous bagging 
trust. Ifis remarks were received with 
marked attention, and he was warmly ap- 
plauded. 

The subject of using cotton cloth as bagging 
was discussed at length, and then the Hon. 
W. A. Wilson, of Sumter, moved the 
appointment of a special committee 
to consider the subject of baling cotton, and to 
submit a report at the earliest possible moment 
in reference thereto, in order that the meeting 
might take prompt action in the matter. 

President Livingston appointed a committee 
of twelve, one from each congressional district 
and two from the state at large. Hon. W. A. 
Wilson was made chairman of this committee, 
and Hon. W. J. Northen and Dr. T. J. De- 
Jarnette were appointed from the state at 
large. 

At one o’clock the 
half past two o’clock. 
The Afternoon Session. 

The committee appointed at the morning 
session to take into consideration the subject 
of baling cotton, met at half past two o'clock 
and formulated a report which was presented 
to the body at the afternoon session through 
the Ifon. William A. Wilson, of Sumter, 
chairman. 

After thorough discussion the report of the 
committee was adopted. 

The report is as follows: 

COTTON BAGGING ADOPTED. 

The committee appoinied to take into considera- 
tion the subject of baling cotton beg leave to make 
the following report: 

We recommend the adoption of the following 
resolution: 

Resolved Ist, That we recommend the use of cot- 
ton only as a covering for cotton, 

2d, Tnat we recommend no change in the size of 
the cotton bale, 

srd, That a committee of ten of our best business 
men be appointed to take in hand the matter of a 
supply of cotton Lagging and make the best possible 
arrangement for the coming season. 

4th, Thet we prefer bagging forty-four 
inches wide ii it be practicable to obtain it. 

5th. That the subject of ties be referred to the 
same commiitee. 

6th. That said committee use their best endeavors 
to make arrangements with the cotton exchange of 
the world with reference to tare on bales packed in 
bagging lighter than jute. 

7th, That we pledge’ourseives to stand by the 
committee in its action. 

THE COMMITTEE ON BALING COTTON. 

President Liv maton appointed the follow- 
ing committee of ten to take in hand the mat- 
ter of asupply of cotton bagging, and tomake 

the best possible arrangement for tho cou, oz 
season:

The following resolution was nnanimously 
adopted: 

Res oived, T bat the farmers’ organizations of the 
south, aud all the farmers of the south, be request- 


ed to CO~O} erate with usin this efort to defeat the 
ends and aims of the iniquitous bagging trust. 


The Night Session. 

The alliance met at half-past 8 o’elock. 
Hon. Ben Terrell, of Texas, the national 
lecturer of the alliance, delivered an address 
on the principles of the order, which was re- 
ceived with enthusiasm. 

Hon. R. H. Jackson, 
State Alliance, made a brief speech, in which 
he defended his course asa member of the 
organization. Hesyféke with great earnest- 
ness, and was applauded. The ineeting was 
also addressed ‘by tion. J. R. Sledge, of Texas. 

The committee on cotton bayging was re- 
quested to meet at the Kimball house at 8 
o’clock this morning. 

The body continued its discussions, and at 
half-past 10 adjourned to 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing. 

Manufacturers Before the Committee, 

Major Dan Speer, Governor Rh. B. Bullock 
and Mr. Jacob Elsas went before the commit- 
tee of the alliance yesterday afternoon by in- 
vitation, and were asked what they could @o 
in the way of furnishing goods for cotton 
bagging. 

Major Speer replied that he could do nothing, 
that his machinery was unfit for making such 
goods and he would not feel justified in discard- 
ing his present machinery and getting new 
looms to make govds for which the demand was 
more or less uncertain, and that he eould not 
cancel orders with the established trade he had 
been building up fer years in order to meet de- 
maudthat might not be permanent. 

Governor Bullock made about the same 
statement. Both gentiemen expressed their 
sympathy with the farmers in anything that 
looked to the bettering of their condition, and 
regretted that they could not meet their wishes, 

Mr. Jacob Elsas made a similar statement, 
but argued that the alliance oughi to adopt the 
250 pound bale and then use the ordinary osna- 
burgs to cover it with. He urged that the bales 
should be made strictly uniform. He thought 
the mills in Augusta had machinery that would 
make the goods the alliance now reeuired, 

Mr, Broughton is Enthusiastic. 

Mr. W. A. Broughton, of Madison, Ga., one 
of the execiitive committee, is enthusiastic 
over cotton bagging. He says: “This ig a 
fight that interests every manin Georgia. If 
the farmers of Georgia, organized as they are, 
80,000 strong, cannot whip this trust which 
flagrantly declares its purpose @ yearin ad- 
vance, then the peopleof Georgia are abso- 
lutely atthe mercy of trusts. They will get 
up every morning and feel that a committee 
of plunderers in New York can name, before 
ten o’clock, the price they must pay for every 
necessary of life. Every Georgian, therefore, 
should help the farmers in this fight.’ 

‘‘Were you in favor of cotton bagging ?” 

“All the time. it apparently costs more 
than jute, but suppose we consume 200,000 
bales of cotton this year in making bagging, 
thus withdrawing it from the. general 
constumption: that woulkl raise tke price 
of cotton, and we would get back the 
difference between cotton bagging 
and jute. Our committees beliove that they 
can effect an arrangement in Liverpool by 
which a difference in tare can be mado that 
will diminish the difference in the eost be- 
tween cotton bagging and jute. Whether this 
is done or not, the farmers’ of 
Georgia are pieezes in honor to 
the use of cotton bagging this year, regard- 
less of cost. If we lose by it this year we will 
make in the future. Once let us show that we 
ean be ind ependen t and the rest will be easy. 

“Will the f farmers stand by the pledge?” 

“Yes, sir. My alliance adopted cotton bag- 
ging by arising vote, and every man pledged 
himself. I have never seen any people so 
earnest as the Georgia farmers are now. It is 
life and ceath Me ith usand we are golng to 
whip the fight. 

“Can you get a sufficient supply ?”’ 

“The West Point mills can make 45.000 
yards a day, and will rum eyery day from now 
until January if necessary. It will take 
5,000.000 yards to bale the Georgia crop, and 
the West Point mills alone can supply this. 
The looms for making this cotton, which 
should weigh three-quarters of a pound to the 
yard, are very cheap, and any factory that has 
room can put in afew of these looms, and ps 
them steadily on cotion bagging, makin 
good profit, and helping the farmers and the 
people of the south.

Senator DeJarnette’s Views. 

Senator DeJarnette was very much pleased 
with the meeting. He said: 

“I have been in committee room almost 
every moment since I reached here, and have 
seen little of the convention. I am agree- 
ably surprised, however, at the harmony and 
enthusiasm with which everything moves. 
This 1s no holiday movement, it is a business 
fight, based on principles that are essential to 
our well-being. The farmers are in earnest 
and ont of the struggle good must come.’ 

Senator DeJarnette was asked what he 
thought of the cotton bagging. 

“I think well of it, because I think well of 
whatever we determine to do. The difficulty 
will be to secure cotton bagging in sufticient 
quantities, and use it without a break, in spite 
of its higher cost. The jute bagging inen of 
course will try to catch us with low prices, 
and lead the alliance from cotton bagging. 
This we must guard. When we pledge our 
faith to a policy, and to the cotton mill, we 
must keep it sacredly.”’ 

Senator DeJarnette says the Putnam county 
co-operative store is doing well, and giving 
great satisfaction. 


THE GUANO QUESTION. 


Much Diversity of Opinion in Regard to 
what the Alliance will do. 

Today the commercial fertilizer 
will be taken up by the alliance. 

It is one of paramount interest to the farm- 
ers of the state, and it is aluiost impossible to 
predict just what course wili be pursued. 

PRESIDENT LIVINGSTONE TALKS ON GUANO, 

Hon. L. F. Livingstone said last night: 

“There is much diversity of opinion among 
the members of the convention. Some are of 
the opinion that we ought to manufacture our 
own fertilizers. Others believe that if we go 
tothe Georgia manufacturers ourselyes as a 
body, and engage enough to supply the alliance, 
we can get it at the very lowest possible 
figures.’’ 

‘‘Is there any disposition among the farmers 
to stop using it entirely?” 

“There is, and I was surprised to find a 
strong sentiment of that sort, supported by a 
larger number of men than I would have sup- 
posed.”’ 

‘Is there any issue between the alliance and 
guano men?” . 

“Strictly speaking I cannot say that there 
is. When the raise was made in prices, a 
great many thought there was no reason for it, 
but numbers of men went into an investiga- 
tion of the matter, and, with Commissicner 
Henderson’s observations to aid them, they 
became satisfied that the rise was not unjust.’’ 

‘What about the commissions to agents?” 

‘*There comes the real issue, if there is one. 
Many farmers consider that the three. or four 
dollars per ton, commissions allowed, is not 
right, and that the farmers are entitled to the 
benefit of a erduction in this when paying spot 
cash ror the goods. They think thatthey ough} 
to be able to buy it ai.cet from the factories 
and save the commissions.”’ 

“Will the discussion tomorrow assume au7 
such shape as that?”’ * 

“T cannot say, but I rather think it will; and 
I believe, further, that the factory that refuses 
to sell direct to the farmer next year will sell 
very little guano in Georgia.” 

‘There is little probability of any extreme 
measures, is there?” 

‘There is not.

row’s discussion, but there will bea committee 
conetnted, probably, to look into the matter. 
This commiuttce will investigate the American 
and foreign manufacturers and get all the facts 
obtainable concerning the sources of supply.”’ 

“Ts there a possibility of importing ?” 

“There is. You see, two years ago English 
manufacturers shipped their products here and 
undersold the American dealers, and that 
caused a reduction in price. Just as soon as 
the English manufactures withdrew up went 
the price again. The price was Yaised rather 
arbitrarily, the farmers think.” 

‘Have you had much experience with 
English fertilizers?” 

‘Yes, and it has been very satisfactory. I 
bought a large quantity of acid phosphates, 
three years ago, and it succeeded admirably 
on my land, and it came in beautiful shape 
from the Englieh manufactories.”’ 

‘Ts there any issue between the alliance

Hon. W. J. Northen said: ‘Personally I 
use hardly any at all, but raise my own fer- 
tilizers.”’

The $5,000,000 that we 
paid for fertilizers last year was a helllijjtax, 
and the farmers will at least endeavor to se- 
cure the best possible terms for ihe coming 
season, and the idea is to enconomize in every 
way so as tosave more of their earnings and 
hve more comfortably.” 

CAPTAIN PARK TALKS. 

Captain R. E. Park, of Macon, was asked 
about the probable turn of the discussion. 

“Tam unable tosay. There will probably 
be acommittee appointed to investigate the 
matter thoroughly, and the farmers. will 
adopt such plans as will best protect them in 
the coming season.”’ 

“What is the origin of the question ?’”’ 

“Tt was the raising of prices on all manipn- 
lated guanos and all the articles that enter 
into the manufacture of commercial fertil- 
izers. ‘There will be an honest endeayor to 
bring a reasonable settlement of the question, 
and to place the consumers where they will 
not be at a disadvantage.”’ 

EX-PRESIDENT JACKSON. 

Ex-President R. H. Jackson, of Heard 
county, was seen, and he said: 

‘IT cannot say what course the discussion 
is impossible to forecast.

' marked by Clerk Golfsmith, but when he 
arrived Mr. Mecaslin, who had called the body 
to order, vaeated the chair. Clerk Goldsmith 
presented the papers which had been passed 
upon by the general conncil, The contract on 
carbing for one year, which had been awarded 
to A. V. Gude at 22 cents a vard, and the con- 
tract for flagstones on crossingggavas concurred 
in. 

The clerk then presented the contracts for 

2wers and sidewalks, as awarded by the coun- 
cil for a term of five years. 

“T would like to know from the city. attor- 
mney,’ said Mr. Haas, ‘‘whether acontract can 
be awarded for five years.” 

“The council,” said City Attorney Goodwin, 
“has a perfect1 into a five years’ 
contract. Itis merely a of policy 
whether it does so or not.” 

It was then shown that W. D. 
did not have the necessary aftidavit 
to it, and the city attorney was asked for 
Jegal construction of the matter. 

“The fact that Palmer had no affidavit to 
his bid,” said the attorney, ‘and his stating 
that he liad entered into no collusion would 
make no difference. Under the law the con- 
tract with him could be maintained.’’ 

The affidavit made by Mr. Pease after his 
bid had been submitted, showing that no col- 
lusicn had been entered into by him, was 
attached to the papers in the case.
